The Italian press reports that the 


surrender of Madrid to the Spanish 
nationalist was imminent drew new 
diplomatic attention to Italy's dif- 
ferences with France and the ques- 
tion whether Premier 
Mussolini 


would voice official demands Sun- 
day. 


Some foreign observers believed 


that surrender of Madrid and entry 
of the nationalist into the city would 
cause Mussolini to give the 
"go 


ahead" signal for an intensive cam- 
paign against France for realization 
of Italian colonial aspirations. 

Otherwise they expected him to 
wait to show his hand until a com- 
plete collapse of republican Spain.

An Estimate of American Public Opinion About 


Foreign Affairs 


Nowadays any one who -vtfshcs to 
make an estimate of public opinion 
must begin by asking how much he 
may rely upon the returns from 


» the Gallup and the "Fortune1' polls. 


For whether or not they are in 
fact correct, the leaders of opinion 


• and the people at large follow these 


polls with close attention. The peo- 
ple are eager to know what the 
people are thinking, and there are 
no measures cf 
popular 
opinion 


that have a comparable authority. 


The authority of these polls has 


two main supports. The first is 
that, when they were tested by the 
election returns of 1936 and 1938. 
they showed not a perfect but a 
high degice 
of accuracy. Actual 


election returns are the only abso- 


. lutely conclusive test of the reha- 
,bi!ity cf these polls. 


"While we know that these polls 


can go wholly wrong, as witness 
the "Literary Digest" poll in 1936 
after its many previous successes. 
th» Gallup and "Fortune" polls 
have thus far proved themselves in 
general substantially right by the 
test of the election returns. This 
may be due in part to good luck. 
It may be clue wholly to the fact 
that the directors of these two 
polls have, as they believe, discov- 
ered and clirnmeted the cause of 
the eiro. in the "Literary Digest" 
pell. 


The most careful students, of this 


new branch cf political science are. 
I think, on Ihe whole convinced 
that Dr. Gallup's Institute and 
"Fortune Magazine" are proceeding 
on sound scientific principles. There 
is to begin with no doubt whatever 
of their entire 
good fsith. They 


have 
invited 
investigation and, 


since their remits have so often 
run counter to the wishes and the 
interests of politicians and editors 
all over the country, it is safe to 
f-cnclude that ar.y bias would have 
been detected and exoosed. 


Moreover, the two polls are a 


cneck the one upon the other, and 
since in jjcnt-ral they have thus far 
tended to agree, the probability of

creased. Then, too. the method they 
employ is not scrre new and tricky

mate opinion is that the polls in- 
terview more persons than any one 
'reporter can interview ?nd are able 
to take greater precautions against 


there has been no such division on 
the armament program. The plain 
fact is that congress has been rep- 
resenting the real opinion of the 
jjrcat mass of people. That opinion 
is that the aggressions abroad do 
concern the United Stales and that 
increased armaments are necessary. 
The votes in congress on national 
defense confirm 
the returns from 


the two polls. 


The polls measure opinion as it is, 


or more accurately, as it was with- 
in a week or a fortnight of the pub- 
lication of the returns. Successive 
polls on the same question show the 
trends of 
opinion as they have 


been developir.g, but, of course, the 
most important question for states- 
men is not what opinion is today 
but what it is going fa bc -atcr en 
How is one to estimate the answer 
to that question? 


There is no certain way of pre- 


dicting the development of opinion. 
But we can say that the opinion 
will be made by the impact of 
events upon the mentality of the 
people. 
American Consieence 
Historically Puritan 


It may be said, I think, that the 


mental attitude of the American 
people toward foreign affairs is de- 
ermined initially by the fact that 
they make strong moral judgments 
on any issue in which they are in- 
terested. The American conscience 
is historically and fundamentally a 
Purntan conscience, and. therefore, 
almost incapable of remaininj for 
long morally detached. This is. I 
believe, the clew to the difference 
between isolationist sentiment since 
the World war and isolationist sen- 
timent before the war. 


The traditional sentiment of iso- 


lation had its source in the fact that 
he people knew little abou Europe j 
and. therefore, cared little. That 
absence of information rather than 
moral indifference was its cause is 
proved, it seems to me. by the fact 
that all through American history 
the people have become quickly 
aroused in specific issues abroad 
such as the treatment of Ireland. 
or the despotism of the Czars, or 


massacre of the Armenians. 


Post-war isolationist 
sentiment, 


on the other hand, has been based 
not on absence of information but 
•on moral disillusionment The thing 
which repelled 
Americans 
from 


post-war Europe was the fact that 
they were morally disgusted with 
their former Allies. 
They were 


driven to the conclusion that all the 
European 
powers were morally 


alike. Precisely because they are 


democracies resist It, 
American 


opinion, which is always moved by 
moral Judgments, tends to leave iso- 
lation and become interventionist. 
In so far as the democracies retreat 
and surrender and compromise the 
moral issues, American opinion be- 
comes cynical and isolationist. 


It may be asked whether this an- 


atomy of Amciican opinion docs 
not leave out of account the im- 
mense hatred for war and the pro- 
found desire for peace. My own 
view is that American pacificism is 
not at all, like some 
pacificism 


abroad, caused by weakness and 
fear and decadence. American pacif- 
ism is itself the product of the Pur- 


itan conscience, which hates the 
waste and destruction and lawless- 
ness and violence and unrighteous- 
ness of war as such. Where the 
issue between nations is not a mor- 
al issue, the Americans are. there- 
fore, very pacifist. But they arc not 
at all pacifist when they feel that 
something morally vital Is at stake 
in a specific war. 


The frontier spirit remains, and 


Americans arc, once they are exas- 
perated, very quick on the trigger. 


Of all the people in America who 


become most impassioned about a 
moral issue in foreign affairs, the 
pacifists, the morally outraged paci- 
fists, are the most ardent The paci- 


fists are, so to speak, the radical 
wing of American Puritanism. Mr. 
Hoover was profoundly right, there- 
fore, when he said recently that the 
massacre of thousands of civilians 
by the aerial bombardment of Lon- 
don and Paris would produce an 
uncontrollable 
indignation in this 


country. 
The Americans woiild 


have to be a much older nation, a 
much more tired and morally disil- 
lusioned nation than they are, in 
order to sit by and be willing to do 
nothing about a calculated horror 
or that sort. 


If this is correct then there are 


very practical 
conclusions 
to be 


drawn 
from 
it both here and 


abroad. The dictators should realize 
that as indicated by the successive 
polls, by the tendency of the votes 
in congress and by the drift of sen- 
timent as seen by observers, Amer- 
ican opinion is now in n slate of 
imminent explosion. A spectacular 
unpiovokcd act of violence would 
almost certainly touch off that ex- 
plosion. The European democra- 
cies and their allies should realize 
that another Munich will cause an- 
other iclurn to isolationiSM, that 
they may expect assistance only in 
so far as they first show that they 
help themselves. 


And the 
American 
congress 


way to keep the American people 
out of war is to do everything that 
can now be done to prevent war. 
Legislation designed to keep Amer- 
ica out after war breaks out will 
almost certainly be shattered by 
the moral partisanship of the peo- 
ple. Therefore, the only legislation 
which can surely 
be effective is 


legislation which makes it clear be- 
fore the fatal 
decision ii taken 


abroad, that war is too dangerous 
a gamble to be risked by the dicta- 
tors.

go into effect in April. 


Present interest here is in internal measures, chief- 


ly driving ahead on the defense program, revising the 
neutrality act and opening up American shipyards 
for construction of naval vessels for South America. 


The administration would like to see the whole 


neutrality act repealed. That being politically out of 
the question, prompt enactment of the Pittman 
changes is desired. These mainly would repeal the 
war-time embargo on arms, ammunition and imple- 
ments of war, making them available to England and 
France m event of hostilities. Action now is desirable 
so that both sides in Europe will know what to ex- 
pect, the theory in the administration being that this 
will simultaneously encourage the nonaggressors and

give pause to the aggressors.

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THE "LEGALITY" OF HITLER 


Much in simulated surprise at the 


•world protests over the gobbling of the 
Czechs, Germany asserts that neither force 
nor violence was employed but the assim- 
ulation ol the little nation was accom- 
plished at its request, by its consent, and 
is therefore strictly legal. 


Photographs of documents JTC submit- 


ted in support of this claim. There is no 
doubt about the execution of the docu- 
ments, neither is there in most people's 
mind any doubt of how their execution 
was accomplished. Germany has learned 
from the Treaty of Versailles. Now she 
gets the documents. What matter it, she 
might inquire, how the signatures were 
secured. 


With the past six months of virtual 


control over Czechoslovakia a great deal 
could be accomplished by 
propaganda 


alone. The public forums all over our 
country show that many people who call 
themselves good Americans write long 
approvals of Hitler's policies because he 
•put everyone to work and the writers 
feel the torments of idleness. 


To what extent Germany employed 


bribery might be of interest, too. Gold 
in the palm is a potent way of obtaining 
signatures. Next, there is the promise of 
position, power and influence. The rul- 
ing regime in a country like that of the 
Czechs has many political enemies, some 
of them forgetful enough of patriotism 
to accept sway from an alien rather than 
rule from their own blood. The anti- 
Semitic campaign -with its lure of taking 
the positions and property of others is 
almost always attractive to a country 
riff-raff. 


The legality of movements of this kind 


may rest upon approved facts or may 
bear only the thin mask of trickery. With 
a knowledge of the methods employed 
by the Hitler regime to obtain seeming 
legality of its own rule at home, the or- 
dinary presumption that without proof 
of bribery or deception, threats or coer- 
cion, an act will be considered fair upon 
its face, can hardly be said to obtain. 


THE RESTLESS COLUMBUS 


Photographing the contents of the al- 


leged Columbus coffin in the Dominican 
Republic will revive again the mistreat- 
ment of this man that even extended after 
his death and until the fiercely jealous 
generation to whom he had pointed the 
way had died. 


It is fairly certain that Columbus died 


at Valladolid, Spain, in 1506, was buried 
there, and afterwards removed to Seville 
to be buried beside his son Diego. 


It was not until 1542, fifty years after 


his fateful voyage of discovery, and after 
the burial of most of his envious contem- 
poraries, that an interest was taken in en- 
shrining his remains. Then he was re- 
moved to the Dominican Republic, logic- 
ally selected because there he had cre- 
ated his first settlement of Europeans. But 
the cathedral in which his remains were 
buried was subjected to alterations, and 
the black inhabitants of the island paid 
little attention to preserving distinguish- 
ing marks between this tomb and that of 
others. In 1655, threatened by a British 
attack on the island, the archbishop in 
charge of the cathedral completely oblit- 
erated such marks as may have been 
preserved to that time because he sus- 
pected the English would violate 
the 


church ar.d carry off the remains. 


But when Spain ceded the entire is- 


land to France in 17S5 it was decided to 
rcraove Columbus to Havana. And cer- 
tainly some bones were removed. 


Thus the matter stood for another 80 


years when, during repairs to the cathed- 
ral on Sar/.o Do.-r.irgo. a vault was dis- 
covered bcarfr.j the inscription "Discov- 
erer cf A-r.crica. F.rst Admiral." \V:thin 
the tomb other evidence was found in- 
cluding a box with the inscription "Illus- 
trious and farncii? gentle-nan Don Chris- 
topher Colu-r.b-s." B-t the d^coverj- of 
a buLct within the coffin was looked upon 
as clir.chir.g c-.;cV.cc since Columbus was 
known to carry a piece of lead in an 
old wound. T.-.c autiorit-.es in Havana 
were, ho-A-c-.cr, r.ol to be outdone. Thcv 
charged fraud :n sharp, crisp terms. Thcv 
declared the authentic remains were in 
Havana and on the evacuation cf that citv 
by the Spanish at the conclusion of our 
war with Spain in 1898 they took the Col- 
umbus dust back to Seville where, ihev 
assert, it still remains.

UNNEUTRAL NEUTRALITY 


It is good that Senator Pittman pro- 


posed to amend our Neutrality Act at 
this time, not that his proposal is worthy 
but that nothing could show more clear- 
ly that our neutrality is a misnomer. 


Under the law as it exists nations at 


war may purchase here essential war ma- 
terials such as copper, cotton and iron 
although the President may require that 
payments be made in cash and the goods 
transported in non-American boats. The 
Pittman proposal would extend this right 
of purchase to arms, guns and other im- 
plements of war. 
Its practical 
effect 


would give Britain an open market here 
because she controls the seas. But Japan 
would be entitled to the same advantage. 


The amendment aimed to help Bri- 


tain maintain democracy in Europe would 
aid Japan in destroying democracy in 
Asia. 


When Senator Nye's effort to build a 


neutrality act was before congress the 
Post-Crescent maintained that it was an 
improvement over existing practices only 
insofar as it aimed at preventing credits 
which, when they grow large enough in- 
terest us too much in who wins the war. 
Otherwise the customary neutrality posi- 
tion of this country toward foreign con- 
flicts was a much better, safer and wiser 
course. 


In case of a general conflagration our 


purpose should be to look to the stability 
of our own affairs inasmuch as our econ- 
omy is bound to be thrown out of joint 
and seriously impaired. 


Thus we would be badly hurt in re- 


spect to our normal exports while our 
war industries would boom. The conclu- 
sion of the conflict would result in a col- 
lapse of the war industries business with- 
out an immediate return to our normal 
exporting due to the impoverished condi- 
tion of nations abroad. 


That in itself presents a sufficiently 


grave and painful problem for our solu- 
tion without passing laws whose purpose, 
however worded, is to be anything but 
neutral, actually to throw our influence 
one way or another. 


Individuals have a right in this coun- 


try to take sides. They can'hardly help 
it. The nation has no such right unless 
it wants to plunge into the melee.

When he had the undivided at- 


tention of Germany, Mussolini was 
in a better position to press his 
claims. But he always had to make 
up his mind whether he could de- 
pend upon Hitler's support in event 
he pressed his demands for African 
and Mediterranean territory. It has 
been a tough decision to 
make. 


France and England have not made 
it any easier for him. They have 
made very plain to Mussolini the 
risks he might run 
in event he 


guessed wrong as to Hitler. 


For some weeks now segments of 


the British home fleet have joined 
the French fleet 
and the British 


Mediterranean fleet 
in patrolling 


the Mediterranean. They have pa- 
trolled it almost as if war already 
had begun. 


The patrol has had two effects. 


One has been to prevent any mine 
laying by Italy in the 
path of 


French or British operations. Per- 
haps none was intended by Musso- 
lini but he is being told, in the 
language of battleships, that he 
cannot do it. 


The other effect is psychological. 


Both Germany and Italy have tre- 
mendous air power but they have 
not yet demonstrated that they can 
whip a fleet with it Our own air- 
planes cannot sink battleships, al- 
though they can put down smaller 
craft, 


With a concentration of enemy 


battleship strength in the Mediter- 
ranean at the outbreak of a war, 
Italy would be in a critical plight. 


Now Hitler is busy about his own 


affairs. There is some intimation in 
dispatches abroad that Mussolini. 
although knowing of the general 
plan, was not kept advised of Hit- 
ler's intention to move so soon. If 
he had known of such imminent 
action, would he have delayed so 
long in pressing his own claims?

States." said Welles, "has empha- 
sized the need for respect for the 
sanctity of treaties and of the 
pledged word, and for 
non-inter- 


vention by any nation in the do- 
mestic affairs of other nations; and 
it has on repeated occasions ex- 
pressed its condemnation of a pol- 
cy of military aggression."

Every student upon payment of 


this tax is entitled to free admis- 
sion to all student affairs, includ- 
ing athletic games, dramatic pro- 
ductions and dances and to free 
copies of the Lawrentian, Ariel 
and Contributor, college literary 
publication. The executive com- 
mittee, therefore, is directly re- 
sponsible for the determination of 
policy in all student activities and 
also for the management o^ finan- 
cial affairs. 


All women students belong to 


the Lawrence Women's association, 
the officers of which are elected 


by the students. The purpose of 
the association is to set up definite 
social rules and regulations for 
women students in college. 


Determine Hours 


Such matters as dormitory hours, 


late permissions and town nights 
are legislated upon by the execu- 
tive committee of, the Lawrence 
Women's association, and a com- 
mittee known as the judicial board 
of the association is charged with 
the investigation of infractions of 
its rules and the decision as to any 
penalties which shall be inflicted 
because of infractions. The judicial 
board has the right to refer all 
cases to the faculty committee on 
administration and is asked to re- 
commend penalties, including dis- 
missal from college. 


The Lawrence 
Women's asso- 


ciation is aided by the house coun- 
cils of Ormsby. Pcabody and Sage 
residence halls. These house coun- 
cils arc given the responsibility of 
determining rules and regulations 
for 
the 
individual 
dormitories, 


which may include modifications 
of the general rules of the asso- 
ciation. The house councils arc, of 
course, concerned only \vith the 
problems of the individual dormi- 
tory and have no authority to in- 
flict penalties such as does the 
judicial board. 


Brokaw hall, men's dormitory, is 


governed by a council consisting of 
representatives of the upperclass 
counsellors and representatives of 
the freshman men elected by that 
group. This council is responsible 
for determining any rules and regu- 
lations which may be applied con- 
cerning such things as quiet hours 
and smoking in study rooms. 
It 


hears all charges of infractions, de- 
cides uoon penalties and is em- 
powered to refer with recommen- 
dation all penalties of any serious 
case to the faculty committee on 
administration. 


Fraternity "Home Rule' 


Since the vast majority of upper- 


classmen reside in fraternity nous- 
es, the government of these men is 
entrusted to the six fraternity pre- 
sident?. The fraternities themselv- 
es make any house rules which are 
not at variance to the policy of 
the college, and the fraternity pre- 
sidents are empowered to enforce 
them and are given full respon- 
sibility and authority in their in- 


I dividual house?. 
| The fraternity presidents a n d 
' other officers arc requested and 
urged to discuss the matters of 
student conduct with the dean of 
the college and if they deem nec- 
essary to ask the committee on ad- 
ministration to deal with a par- 
ticular situation. 


It is interesting to note that in 


the last three years five students 
have been dropped from college 
upon the recommendation of some 
officer of student government rath- 
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er than upon the basis of an in- 
quiry begun by an administrative 
officer of the college. 


Since the charter of the college 


places the responsibility for stu- 
dent government and discipline in 
the hands of the faculty, that body 
has voted to delegate its power to 
its committtcc on administration. 
Therefore, the committee' on ad- 
ministration has the authority to 
decide all problems arising from 
student discipline and may at its 
discretion ask a student to with- 
draw cither with or without spe- 
cific charges. 


Dean Is Secretary 


The dean of the college is the 


secretary of the committee on ad- 
ministration and its executive of- 


j ficcr and is charged with the exe- 
cution of all decisions of the com- 
mittee. He also acts as liaison per- 
son between the officers of the 
student government, the fraternity 
presidents and the committee on 
administration. The dean of women 
is the liaison officer between the 
committee on administration and 
the various units of student gov- 
ernment of women. 


To the committee on administra- 


tion come not only problems of 
discipline from the students them- 
selves and from the dean's office, 
but also from the various mem- 
bers of the faculty. 


Such matters as cheating in ex- 


aminations and plagiarism of pap- 
ers are referred by various mem- 
bers of the faculty. The faculty 
has but two standing rules by 
which the committee on adminis- 
tration is guided. The first is pro- 
hibition of the use of intoxicating 
liquors and the second is that all 


I cases of proved cheating may be 
penalized either by failure in the 
course or by dismissal from col- 
lege at the discretion of the com- 
mittee on administration. 


President Has Veto 


In all other matters the commit- 


tee is not guided by faculty rule 
but endeavors to treat each case 
upon its merits, taking into con- 
sideration both the individual con- 
cerned and the situation. 


The decisions of the committee 


are final and not subject to the 
review of the faculty. The presi- 
dent of the college, however, has 
the power to re-instate any student 
dropped from college for any rea- 
1 son. In effect this amounts to a 
j power of veto in disciplinary cas- 
es. However, this power is exercis- 
ed and practiced only with the con- 
sent and advice of the committee.

Argentine Capital Is More 


Like American Metropolis

Neenah, who have been on a steam- 
ship tour around South America, 
expect to reach their home Sunday 
night This article written at Buenos 
Aires, is an interesting description 
of the Argentine capital which they 
visited.

Buenos Aires, Argentine Mar del 


Plata (Silver Sea) 
is the Palm 


Beach of South America. A lovely 
seaside drive follows the curving 
coast line and the series of crescent 
beaches which are dotted with gay, 
striped bathing cabanas. The homes 
are magnificent, many as large as 
palaces and built cither of the na- 
tive limestone (which is quarried 
right 
out 
of

of the city) or else

roofs, 
as 


we see them in Southern California. 
There are several fine hotels though 
the leading one is still the Hotel 
Bristol, more than 50 years 
old. 


which is reminiscent of the days of 
Edward 7th, with much gilt scroll- 
work, and with fat cupids decorat- 
ing the walls aa . pillars. The gam- 
bling casino is of the same vintage, 
but the new casino which is in the 
process of construction, is to be of 
white marble, two blocks square, 
and will have a hotel adjoining with 
1,000 rooms in it The city reeks of 
wealth, for Argentine is on the "up 
and up". People who live here tell 
us that no one can figure in the so- 
cial columns, no matter how many 
divorces they have enjoyed, 
nor 


how many of their ancestors have 
shared the ark with Noah, unless 
they are able and willing to show a 
large bank 
balance. 
Prices are 


higher here than in any place in 
South America. 


A 7-hour train ride from Mar del 


Plata takes one to Buenos Aires, (or 
B. A. as it is universally referred to, 
below the equator). Buenos Aires is 
called the Paris of South America 
but in many wayj it lar outstrips 
the Parisian metropolis. It is newer 
and far cleaner, 
more glittering. 


with glorious sunshine bathing its 


white buildings in gold. The popula- 
tion is about 2j million and it cov- 
ers an area four times the size of 
Manhattan Island. II has more Span- 
ish than Madrid and more Italians 
than Rome. Except for its French 
architecture, its English sports— 
soccer, polo and golf—and its Span- 
ish language, it might be New York 
or Chicago. It is flat as a table and 
its wide, handsome boulevards are 
teeming with expensive American 
automobiles. The shops are magnifi- 
cent and in addition to its Argentine 
stores, many of the London 
and 


Paris houses have prancri shops 
here. The main shopping street how- 
ever, the Calle Florida, is so narrow 
that at certain hours of the day it is 
closed to moior traffic, in order to 
prevent 
shoppers 
from 
being 


squashed against the sides of the 
buildings. It has many night-clubs 
though not so fine as those in Rio. 
The subway is a revelation to North 
Americans because in the first place 
it is clean and quiet, and there are 
no subway guards to shove

on the walls: believe it or not, Mr.

Wisconsin swine growers, who 


arc heading their 1939 pig crop 
toward 
the 
early market, need 


have no worry about anemia or 
thumps In the spring litters. 


A. E. Darlow, head of the de- 


partment of animal husbandry at 
the University of Wisconsin, sug- 
gests that the easy method of con- 
troling 
thumps, 
now generally 


used, makes losses from this dis- 
order entirely avoidable. 


"Anemia, or thumps, are due to 


lack of sufficient copper and iron 
In the blood of the newly farrow- 
ed pigs." Darlow observes. 
"As 


sow's milk is low in copper and 
iron, it is necessary to supplement 
it with these elements as obtained 
from other sources." 


A simple method of feeding the 


copper and iron to the young pigs, 
outlined by Darlow, consists in the 
purchase of 3J ounces ferrous sul- 
fate at any drugstore, dissolving 
this in one quart of water, adding 
a few spoonfuls of sugar, and then 
with a paint brush, sponge or cloth, 
painting some of the solution on 
the udders of the sows once or 
twice daily. 


"If this is done from the time 


the pigs are week old until they 
are ready to go to outdoor lots, 
there will be no anemia," declares 
the animal 
husbandry 
chief. 


"Another simple method is that of 
providing a few shovelfuls of clay 
or loam soil to the young litter ev- 
ery few days. The pigs will obtain 
the needed copper and iron from 
the soil. Care must be used to get 
the soil from fields not infested 
with parasites and diseases."

Were Registered in 


State Last Year 


Activities in the stallion licen- 


sing division of the state depart- 
ment of agriculture and markets 
indicate that more stallions will Le 
registered in 1939 than in any year 
since 1922, according to a bulletin 
received by J. F. Magnus. Outaga- 
mie county agricultural agent. 


Statistics show that 1,171 stallions 


were licensed in 1938 as compared 
with 1,076 the .previous year. Few- 
er • grade and scrub licenses were 
issued in 1938 when 14 such ani- 
mals were registered compared to 
24 licenses on grade and scrub stal- 
lions in 1937. 


"The value of using stallions of 


known breeding, sound conforma- 
tion, and improved type cannot be 
overemphasized," declared Dr. V. 
S. Larson, state veterinarian in 
charge of stallion licensing. "Stal- 
lion owners as a rule are regarded 
as outstanding judges of horses and 
for that reason have a greater re- 
sponsibility to the horse raising 
public than the average horse own-, 
er. Every effort should be made to 
offer only the most desirable type 
of stallion." 


It is observed that beginning in 


1915 a gradual decline took place in 
the number of horses in the state. 
Not until 1934 did horse owners 
begin to appreciate the necessity of 
raising colts for replacements. For 
many years only a few colts were 
raised. As a result the average ase 
of horses today is high. It can be 
expected that a large number of 
horses will be eliminated due to ad- 
vanced age. This situation, it is 
predicted will bring a greater de- 
mand for young horses and con- 
sequently better prices.

democracy, the majority 
should 


have its way. much as he disagrees 
that budget cutting can produce the 
desired result. 


Minority Viewpoint 


What Mr. Eccles is saying in ef- 


fect is that the position of the ex- 
ecutive branch of the government is 
a minority viewpoint In a parlia- 
mentary government, of course, un- 
der analogous circumstances, the 
cxecuiive would resign and make 
way for an administration in har- 
mony with the majority of the legis- 
lators. As head of the Federal re- 
serve board. Mr. Eccles occupies a 
position of large responsibility, and 
his discussion is not related to party 
politics of factional strife. He has 
defended "deficit spending'' as an 
emergency measure and has indicat- 
ed that, until private spending is 
able to take cir; of the unemployed, 
the maintenance of purchasing pow- 
er through continued public spend- 
ing is logical and inevitable. 


Mr. Eccles knows enough about 


politics, however, and the opera- 
tions of pressure groups to believe 
that a budget cutting program of- 
fered in congress will hardly ma- 
terialize. So far as spending is con- 
cerned, the record 01 congress is just 
as extravagant as that of any exe- 
cutive. It probably would have been 
a better way for Mr. Eccles to have 
stated the situation had he announc- 
ed that congress feels the impact of 
American public opinion, 
which 


wants spending stopped, but does 
not have the nerve to curtail expen- 
ditures. 


There would have been nothing 


new in such an assertion, for con- 
gress has not taken the matter of 
appropriations in hand heretofore. 
Senator Byrd of Virginia, Democrat 
has been persistently pointing out 
the danger of lump sum appropria- 
tions and wants congress to take 
back its power to appropriate' for 
specific items. 


Budget Catting: 


But the Virginia senator, like Sen- 


ator Pat Harrison, chairman of the 
senate finance committee, feels that 
the budget cutting should not be a 
case of small boy tactics, with one 
side trying to put the other in the 


the budget, but wants to see a defi- 
nite trend in that direction estab- 
lished—a reversal of the tide of 
public spending. If this is to be the 
policy, the administration insists 
that a start should not be made on 
the relief rolls, but in other fields 
of expenditure, yet, the 
moment 


any particular series of appropria- 
tions is touched, there is a hue and 
cry from those affected. 


The situation here is rapidly com- 


ing to a climax because 
these 


months are crucial ones for the 
Democrats. 
The Republicans, in 


rather sardonic glee, think that the 
more the Democrats fight among 
themselves, the more disgusted will 
public opinion become as it de- 
mands a complete change in gov- 
ernment in the elections next year. 
If the Republicans had been mis- 
chievously planning it, they could 
not have wished for a better exhi- 
bition of how not to run the majori- 
ty party, which has the full respon- 
sibility in the eyes of the people for 
the present business situation. 


Real Challenge 


Will the Democrats who believe 


tax revision and curtailment of ex- 
penses is a sound policy now take 
the initiative and, acting with the 
aid of Republican votes, but through 
such a program? This is the real 
challenge which can be 
inferred 


from the Eccles statement as well 
as from the attitude of the president 
as made clear in his press confer- 
ence earlier this week. 


What the suffering public will not 


be able to understand is why, with 
declining tax receipts due to bad 
business conditions, there is any 
hesitancy to revise business taxes 
so as to provide incentives to recov- 
ery. For thj philosophy expressed 
by many of the administration folks 
has been that business makes a mis- 
take to hold up its prices, limit its 
output and throw people out 
of 


•work uhen depressions come. Yet 
the federal government is doing 
precisely that thing when it refuses 
to reduce tax rates, which in itself 
would increase production, increase 
profits, increase tax receipts and 
furnish the confidence so essential 
to business recovers*. It certainly is 
a time for submerging of all dif- 
ferences in the common interest and 
for a real round table of party lead- 
ers, conservatives and liberals. Oth- 
erwise there may be such a serious 
economic crisis as to make it certain 
the Democrats will lose the 1940 
elections.

While some garden tools will be 


needed during the coming season, 
it is wise to limit the selection lo 
the kinds suited lo individual needs 
eliminating Ihose of questioned 
quality. 
Inferior tools are never 


cheap. All culling or edged tools 
should be sharp and kept lhat way 
by filing or grinding whenever oc- 
casion demands. 


Garden tools forged in onr. piece 


are generally the most satisfactory. 
Tools consisting of more lhan one 
piece should be hot riveted or weld- 
ed. Cheap tools, stamped from Ihin 
gauge metal, arc frequently cold 
rivclcd.

cheeses known to commerce. We 
also have cottage cheese, 
Swiss 


cheese, 
brick 
cheese, 
Cheddar 


cheese. Philadelphia cream, cheese 
and other kinds. 


Cottage cheese can be made from 


skimmed milk, and that usually is 
what goes into it. About one pound 
of cottage cheese can be obtained 
from a gallon of skimmed milk. 
Some cheese factories add cream to 
the .skimmed milk, and this gives 
the cottage cheese a better flavor. 


Philadelphia cream is another soft 


cheese. It really lives up to its 
name, for it is made from cream. It 
has high food value, and makes a 
good "spread for bread." 


Brick. Swiss and Cheddar are 


among the important hard cheeses. 
Cheddar (also called "Wisconsin" or 
"New York" cheese) may be taken 
as an example. It was named for 
the village of Cheddar in England, 
but more of it is made in Wisconsin 
today than in Great Britain. 


The whole story 
of Cheddar 


cheese is too long to give here, but 
we may take up a few points. Ren- 
net extract is added to milk to make 
it curdle, that is. to 
form 
curd, 


about three ounces of rennet to-100 
gallons of milk. 
This produces 


curds in about 20 minutes. 


Later the curd is cut into small 


cubes. The cubes are "cooked" for 
a short time, but are 
not made 


warmer than the air on a hot sum- 
mer day (about 98 degrees Fahren- 
heit). 
The next step is to drain 


away the "whey," or waterv part 
of the milk. After that the bits of 
curd are matted together until .they 
form a solid mass. The mass is.cut 
into strips, salted, hooped, put in a 
press for two or three days, dried, 
covered with a thin coat of paraffin, 
and set aside to "cure" or "ripen."

Is 
Many people felt that with th« ad- 
vance in costs of labor since 1IM 
the industry would have to opertta 
at 50 per cent of capacity or bet- 
ter to show t profit Fourth Quar- 
ter reports of the big steel organi- 
zations show that they can still 
make money tt a much lower rate 
of operations. Their prices, which 
marched unartly hither in 1936 
and 1937. have come down only 
part way. while their 
material 


costs have dropped and their big 
new plants have cut the labor cost 
per ton of rolled steel. 


Prices Have Held 


Finished prices of steel, motor 


cars, bread, shirts, etc. have been 
marked down 11 per cent accord- 
ing to thc department of labor's 
index. Why. with the cost of mak- 
ing products less, have these fin- 
ished prices not tilted downward 
more sharply? Well, one reason 
is that wage rates have absorbed 
some of the savings. Another rea- 
son Is that taxes have galloped up 
to new all-time highs. Higher wape 
rates may represent an increase in 
national purchasing power; 
but 


higher taxes represent a dangerous 
trend. Taxes do not add to the na- 
tion's purchasing power or stand- 
ard of living in the same propor- 
tion as do wages because most tax- 
es are used for. non-productive pur- 
poses. 


Before business was regulated— 


when there was free competition 
among industries — the saving in 
production costs was passed along 


i to the consumer. A prime example 


of this principle is Henry Ford and 
the motor industry. Year alter year 
Ford turned out better and better 
cars at a lower and lower price—due 
to his increased efficiency in pro- 
duction. Other motor makers had 
to follow suit. Wages were increas- 
ed; investors received bigger divi- 
dends: and consumers had better 
cars and more money to spend on 
other goods and services. 


Taxes Sopping up Economies 
This is a crude pattern of the 


progress in all industries that has 
given the United' States the great- 
est material wealth of any civili- 
zation in any age. Now, what is 
happening? The savings in the cost 
of production are no longer being 
passed along to the consumer. In- 
stead, they are being sopped up by 
taxes.
